The Income Tax Act (Canada) was recently 
amended to permit individual taxpayers to 
deduct from their income, within certain limits, 
premiums paid for retirement savings plans in 
1957 and later years. 

The savings portion of either a new or an 
existing life insurance policy may be quali¬ 
fied as a retirement savings plan. Existing life 
insurance policies therefore need not be sur¬ 
rendered in order to take advantage of this tax 
relief. ' /

tion to the restrictions required by law to be 
included in a savings plan to make it eligible 
for the deduction, and in relation to the policy- 
holder’s own particular tax circumstances.
